SOUTH CAROLINA. 
NON-INTERVENTION. 
Special Dispdtch to The Tribune. 


Wasnineton, D. C., April 2.—The Cabinet, N 


by a formal vote to-day, decided to instruct the 
Secretary of War to prepare an order for the 
withdrawal of the United States troops now on 
duty ip the State-House at Columbia, 8.C. The 
order will dear date as ot to-day, but at a late 
hour this afternoon the formal paper had not 
been drawn up and submitted to the President 
for his approval. The actual vote in the Cabi- 
net has not been disclosed, but it is understood 
to have deen substantially unanimous, if 
not entirely to. The troops will ‘not be 
actually transferred to their barracks 
until after the return of Govs. Cham- 
berlain and Hampton to South Carolina, 
the delay being allowed in aceordance with the 
wishes of both these gentlemen. 
THE RIVALS. 

Gov. Hampton paid his respects to the Presi- 
dent this afternoon, bade him good-by, and 
leaves for the South this evening. Gov. Cham- 
berlain dined at the White-House this evening, 
and will probably leave to-morrow. The Presi- 
dent has been very favorably impressed by his 
repeated interviews both with Gov. Chamber- 
lain and with Goy. Hampton, and thinks that if 
the two political ‘parties in the North were 
under the control of such men as they are, the 
Southern question would be much simplified. 


The Administration does not anticipate any 
/trouble 


to grow out of the removal 
of troops from the State-House at Colum- 


bia. The President and the Cabinet understand | 


perfectly that there are extreme men in the 
parties in South Carolina who may be willing 
that disturbances should take place, believing 
as they do that political advantage could be 
gained thereby without. They 
DO NOT ANTICIPATE ANY TROUBLE 
of this kind from that classof men in either 
party who are governed by Hampton and Cham- 
berlain and .their friends. If any trouble does 
arise in South Carolina, it will be caused by 
reckless men in one party or the other, en- 
couraged perhaps by extreme partisans in the 
North. The President and Cabinet are under- 
stood to be of the opinion’ tnatif nothing oc- 
curs within the next sixty or ninety days to pre- 
vent, affairs in South Carolina will have 
settled down, and. business of all kinds will 
have so far returned to its accustomed 
grooves that no further trouble need be expect- 
ed in that State any more than in Georgia or 
North Carolina. TNy also believe that by the 
time the next election occurs in that State, two 
years from last November, such changes will 
have taken place in thé political association of 
the two races in South Carolina that the recur- 
rence of a controversy similar to that through 
which South Carolina has just passed 
WILL BE ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE. 

The effects of the present order for the removal 
of the troops from the Columbia State-House 
upon the politicians of the two parties repre- 
senting that State in Washington is a very inter- 
esting study. The Democrats, who a week ago 
were exceedingly despondent, and were ready to 
denounce the President and every one connected 
with the Admiuistration for treachery and bad 
faith because he did not see fit in indecent haste 
to put an immediate stop to the military occupa- 
tion of the Southern State-Houses, are now in

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 31.— To his Bxcel- 
lency the President—Brm: I have been invited by 
Mr. Evarts to lay before you my views of the re- 
gults to be expected to follow the withdrawal of 
the United States troops now stationed in the 
State- House at Coiambia, together with sach state- 
ment of my reasons therefor as I may deem 4 
to make. A brief prelim nary statement of 
circumstances under which these forces wer : 
tioned at the State-House will be of @rv- 
ice. Im responding to their request, in Octobe 
in 1876, I made an official call on the Preside: 
the aid of the United States in su de 
tie violence and fmeurrection. In 
President ordered a number of troops to var 
points within the State, distributing them in such 
manner as seemed lisely not only to suppress the 
actual existing violence aad insurrection, but to 
prevent similar outbreaks in other localities. The 
causes and objects of the violence now re- 
ferred to were purely political An effort 
had been at that time made dy the 
Democratic party to secure political control 
of the State by the use of physical force and vio- 
lence. A large number of armed military com- 
panies had been organized and made effective for 
this work, im violation of the laws of the State, To 
overcome the actual open violence inaugnrated by 
these organizations, and hold them in check pend- 
ing the election, and thus to secure a fair. 
sion of the will of Abe people at the el n 
Neévember, was the Sole object of my call on the 
President, and of action im response. Under 
these circumstancesghe election took piace. Un- 
fortunately, the election did not close the political 
struggle, but rather intensified it. 

About the 25th of Nevember last, on the eve of 
the assembling of the State Legislature, I deemed 
it my duty to call upon thé President to assist me 
in protecting the State Capitol against the violence 
of the organizations already referred to im order to 
permit the Leyvisiatute to assemole organize 
tself peacefully.

There seems to be a little unpleasantness exist- 
ing between the Towns of Utica and Deer Park, in 
this State, the subject of it being a bridge which 

spans the Illinois River, and connects the two 
Utica is a hamlet devoted to making pot- 
tery, and Deer Park, despite its name, seems to be 
chiefly renowned from its situation near some coal 
mines. The latter village aspires to be rather 
more aristocratic than its neighbor, and looks down 
on ig sordid pursuits of ¢lay-digging, for- 
getting that coal-mining is hardly mote worthy 
of being regarded as a fine art.

Another 
‘meeting was beld soon after, at which James 
Shaughnessy, a Town Commissioner of Deer Park, 
wan peesent, at which it was voted to bnild a 
Sidon, the cost of which shonld not exceed 
900. Two Commiséioners of Utica voted in 
the affirmative, one in the negative, and the lone 
representative of Deer Park held his peace. The 
Chairman, however, decided the resolution passed. 
Tre authorities seemed to delight in writing no- 
tices for specie] meetings, and another was had 
March 22, 1876, when the same persont voted 
to advertise for proposa ‘Then the authorities 
of Deet Park took a hand and held a meeting May 
20, when they agreed to have the bridge built. 
There are, however, two ferries at present ranning 
between the places. 

This action was decidedly unpleasant to one of 
the property-holders of the town, Henrietta Gil- 
bert, and yesterday she filed a bill to prevent a 
proposed issue of bonds by the Town of Deer Park 
to pay for its half of the bridge. She says that 
the first mecting of the Utica authorities was void, 
because there was no law authorizing the building 
of a bridge partly in one town and partly in au- 
other; that the second meeting was void 
because James Shaughnesey, who purported to 
be a Town Commissioner of Deer Park, was not one 
either de jure or de facto, and there was no joint 
liability incurred. Moreover, she says that on the

held a meet and voted not to incur any 
jomt liability for the bridge. Notice of such deter- 
mination was sent to the Utica representatives.

TIDAL MOTOR. 
70 the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnrcaco, April 2.—Instead of steam-power 
asa common motor, I would propose a new 
power,—a tidal-motor,—which I have no doubt 
will be approved of by all scientists and me- 
chanics. No practical, thinking man will doubt 
that the tide of the seas could be made uge of to 
serve man with a great power, if only the prob- 
lem was solved. Now I think I- have found it. 
It is a mystery to me that this natural power 
has been left lying dormant, and yet it is so easy 
to comprehend that it would work, that it would 
save yearly an enormous sum of money for coal 
and costly machinery. 

If the new idea would be accepted and de- 
clared practical by scientists and mechanics, 
ye it could be easily adopted and used instead 
Ol steam. 

This new power costs nothing to create after 
the fixtures are put up 

1 believe the idea that the Thing aud falling 
of the water of the seas, at regular intervals, 
can be used as a motor is not new, for at least 
spoke about the same twenty years ago in 
Newark, N. J.; but 1 believe my plan which I 
discovered lately is new, and is as follows: I 
would pro „close to the sea-shore, circular 
fanks, su iciently large in diameter for the 
power desired. This tank (speaking of one) 
would be constructed by circular walls of stone, 
similar to a cistern with an air-tight flat cover 
(roof). The cover or roof would have to be on a 
level with high-water mark, the depth of the 
tank or the bottom of the same would be as 
deep as low-water mark. The tank must be 
air-tight. This tank constructed bya wall of 
masonry is in connection with the sea by a 
canal which enters the tank below the W- 
water line; by this canal, as before said, 
the tank is in connection with the | sea. 
With the top of the cover or roof is connected 
a pipe, strong enough for the purpose, extend- 
ing irom the tank as far as required, oue mile 
or 1,000 miles long, running to where the power 
is required. This pipe incloses the motive 
power in the orm of compressed air, aud the 
power in the pipe can be tapped anywhere,— 


ehear the tank or far off is all the same,—and be 


used as steam is now used. 

The rising of the water in the sea causes the 
air in the tank to compress. To secure a regu- 
lar high vressure, the entrance (mouth) of the 
canal into the tank is fixed with a gate, which is 
shut and opened at intervals, in midway of the 
tides. The midway of both tides means when 
the tides have half risen and half fallen, and to 
this point the tide arrives every six hours. The 
gate shuts when the tide goes down, and opens 
when the tide rises,—shuts and opens as afore- 
said when the sea is at half tide.

Dis Moines, Ia., March 31.~—The Supreme 
Court of this State, at its recent session, ren- 
dered a decision which is very important to 
insurance companies as well as policy-halders, 
relating to the lability of principals for the 
acts of agents.

This was not done, and the agent made a policy 
in the Hartford Insurance ge RS —— 
subsequently informed Warner that he 
made a policy, but did not state what com ror 
it was in, nor did Mr. Warner know until his 
warehouse burned, which was soon after.| Mr. 
Warner had not paid the premium at the time 
of the fire, nor did he afterward pay it; neither 
was the loss reported to the company. Action 
was brought to recover on the policy.

THE CASE OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The President has ordered that the Federal 
troops be withdrawn from the State-House 
at Columbia, 8. C. Gov. CHAMBERLAIN is 
in Washington, and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Mr. R. H. Guzaves, is in temporary 
occupancy of the State-House, acting as 
Governor, under the protection of the sol- 
diers. Wann Hampton has practically been 
Governor of the State since the result of the 
election was declared. Whatever Executive 
authority has been exercised or recognized 
has been his. Ninety-five per cent of all 
the taxes collected have been paid to him, 
and out of funds advanced to him he has 
supported the charitable institutions and 
prisons of the State, Mr. CAHANn ILA has 
been unable to collect as much as 5 per 
cent of the revenue. Unless Mr. Grravrs 
resist, Hampton will therefore enter upon 
the duties of the office of Governor without 
further question or controversy. The intel- 
ligence from Washington is that Mr. Cuam- 
BERLAIN has addressed a remonstrance to 
the President, and has expressed it in very 
strong and possibly offensive language, 
against the withdrawal of the Federal sol- 
diers from Columbia. The weakness of Mr. 
‘CHAMBERLAIN’s claim is, that, though the 
troops have garrisoned the State Capitol, 
Charleston, and the principal towns ever 
since last spring, at CHAMBERLAIN’s request, 
during which time he has been acting as 
Governor, his Administration, though thus 
protected by Federal bayonets and artillery, 
has been utterly helpless. to defend or pro- 
tect its constituents and supporters, and 
helpless to perform any Executive duty. 
The troops have protected him in person and 
in office, but his Government has been un- 
able to protect the colored people, and has 
been unable to collect any revenue, or to 
obtain any other support from the people 
governed. The result has been, sincé the 
election in November, a sort of anarchy, not 
violent, but no less fatal to authority; the 
property-holders_ refusing or declining to 
give Mr. CuampBertain the least support, 
moral or material. If Mr. Cuamppruar had 
been able, with the aid of the national troops, 
to exercise any authority or to perform any 
function of Government, his case, morally, 
would have been vastly stronger. The 
presence of the troops does not seem to 
have aided him in the least, and their with- 
drawal will in no wise diminish any actual 
control he exercised, though it results in the 
termination of his nominal attempt to per- 
form the duties of his office.

THE SMALL TREASURY NOTES. 
Under the act of Congress of June, 1874, 
establishing free banking, the Secretary of 
the Treasury was directed to retire monthly 
a sum of greenbacks equal to 80 per cent of 
additional currency issued to the new 


culation. Under that law, about $20,000,000 
of greenbacks have been retired, and $25,- 
000,000 additional bank notes issued. The 
banks some years ago stopped the issue of 
notes of less than $5, but the issue of green- 
backs of less denomination than $5 has been 
kept up. The following figures are given as 
the amount of each denomination of cur- 
rency—greenback and bank—outstanding on 
the Ist of July, 1876:

It will be seen that there were néarly 
$55,000,000 of greenbacks of the denomina- 
tion of $1 and $2 then in circulation. The 
present Secretary of the Treasury partici- 
pated largely in maturing the act of 1874, as 
well as what is called the Resumption act, 
the object of both acts being in the direction 
of raising the value of the currency towards 
par. The retirement of greenbacks under 
the act of 1874 is imperative upon the Secre- 
tary, but there is nothing in the act which 
limits hit discretion as to the size or denomi- 
nation of the notes to be retired. Until 
within a year or more the small denomina- 
tion of notes were to some extent needed for 
the same reason that the fractional currency 


‘The issue of silver immediately rendered the 
further circulation of the fractional currency 
unnecessary. The change was acceptable to 
the whole country. 

The time has come now when the issue of 
one-dollar and two-dollar Treasury notes 
might in like manner be discontinued; not 
suddenly, nor by wholesale, but gradually, 
as is provided by the act of 1874, The coin- 
age of silver should be continuous. Under 
the act of 1874, the retirement of greenbacks 
will not exceed $1,000,000 a month. Since 
July, 1874, to April, 1877, a period of two 
years and eight months, only $20,000,000 
have been retired. The current coinage of 
silver is, or ought to be, twice that sum. 

The great end at this time is to bring our 
various forms of currency to an equal value. 
Small notes are a most useless form of money 
if coin be obtainable without difficulty. ‘That 
form of paper money which is most com- 
monly in use in small trahfsactions is of 
course the less valuable. The larger notes 
are, for convenience, preferable. They fur- 
nish the means of having large sums of 
money in small bulk, and are therefore, 
when at par at all, for various con- 
siderations, preferable to even gold or 
any form of coin. This end can

The State of South Oarolina for eigh 
years has had nominal State Governments 


which, though backed by large majorities at 


the polls, were unable to command respect 


or obedience to the laws, except under the 
protection of the Federal troops. Notwith- 
standing the presence of the national forces, 
the State Government has from the begin- 
ning to the end utterly failed to protect the 
colored people, who have from time to time 


been subjected to the most shocking and 


brutal outrages and persecutions. The Presi- 
dent has considered long and deliberately 
whether the recognition of a State Govern- 
ment having the moral and physical power 
to protect these long-abused and maltreated 
colored people in that State, with power to 
protect their lives and property, and to 
secure for them labor and wages, which are 
their only means of living, and a Govern- 
ment ready and willing as well as interested 
in doing this, was not after all the nearest 
and best approach to honest local self- 
government that could be established there. 
He has not withdrawn the troops hastily nor 
without careful provision that such a Govern- 
ment will be found in South Carolina, 
where the whole interest of the employing 
class rests in the peaceful and general occu- 
pation of labor, and in the security and 
safety of the laborers and their families. 
The population of that State has but two 
classes: The employer and the employed. 
The workmen, the field hands, the mechanics, 
the artisans of all kinds, are negroes. These 
latter have‘as yet but little property. They 
are dependent for wages, food, and shelter 
for themselves and families upon their labor. 
Quarreling between the whites and blacks is 
fatal, especially to the dependent blacks, who 
have but little means to migrate, and would 
scarcely find labor elsewhere if they did, and 
who are deeply attached to their old homes. 
A Government which will cultivate peace and 
kind feeling between these classes, and which, 
while protecting the colored people against 
all violence, will effect a resumption of all 
branches of industry and put the laboring 
population again at work for better wages, 
will be more effective for good.to the people 
of the State and in giving peace to the 
country than any other which is confessedly 
unable to do any of these things, and which 
cannot command any support from either 
class of the people. |

The 
Sotons of Virginia prgceed on the same 
principle as that which prevails among 
the police of large cities,—tpat is, that “it takes 
a thief to catch’a thief, and so legislate that it 
takes a punch to cateh a punch. We can fancy 
a party of Old-Domihion roysterers beginning 
their wasgail, and, rising in horror at the cease- 
less ‘“tintinnabulation of the bell” which 
checked their drinks and scored their tax, flee- 
ing to their domiciles with the idea that there 
was avery large amount of noise to a small 
amount of drink. That aman and a Virginian 
cannot drink in quiet is sometbing new under 
the fashions, and in a land where Jersey’s treats 
and treaters are as scarce as ben’s teeth. Of 
course, there is a way to escape this burden of 
noise and tax, and that is to drink by the quart, 
or the gallon, or the barrel,—a toper’s quaff to 
the abdominous Baccuus of the moderns. But 
in all they do for government or seli, they wiil 
do well to remember Sam Gamp’s advice to 
Mrs. Harris, Drink fair, Berszr!’’ When 
Yankees arrive at this sort of regulating busi- 
ness they will put a gauge in a man’s throat, or 
sound his inner wells with a meter. No jang- 
ling bells for him to break the sweet symphony 
of bis gurglings.

The Chamber of Commerce---The Strange 
Antipathy of the Grasshopper for Sorghum 
Gives That Plant a Sudden and Remarkable 
Importance. 

Spectal Dispatch to The 

Sr. Paul., Mino., April 2.— The Chamber of 
Commerce Directors’ meeting this morning was 
unusually interesting. Assurances were receiv- 
ed of local aid to the proposed railway from St. 
Paul through Dakota, Goodhue, Olmsted, and 
Filmore Counties to Preston. Resolutions 
thanking Attorney Clough for services in the 
Granger suit lately decided by the United States 
Supreme Court against the Winona & St. Peter 
Company were laid on the table by 16 to 14, the 
argument against being that the result of 
the suit was not a matter of congratulation to 
the State. 

Seth H. Kenney, of Morristown, Rice County, 
and G. F. Miller, of Forest, in the same 
county, came before the Chamber with sam- 

les of sirups and sugar m Early Am- 

r sorghum, and explain the processes 
and results. samples were fully tested and 
approved. In 1875 Mr. Kenney manufactured 

galions of sirup from four acres of cane. 

Last year he produced over 1,000 gallons at the 

same rate per acre. He allowed the cane to get 

quite ripe, boiled the sirup very thick. Before 
it was cold he found it graining, and put it in 
casks, which were soon half full of sugar. He 

‘drained the sugar by hanging in coffee-sacks in- 

side tight barrels. The sugar drained dr 

in a few days. From eighty-seven pon’ 
lons of sirup he obtained 151 pounds of 
dry sugar and 143 pounds of wet 
sugar. Twenty-four gallons of sirup produced 
twenty-one gaflous of wet sugar. He used one 
cord of w to make eigbty gallons of sirup.

yiel seven pounds of dry sugar five 

pounds of sirup. No lime-water or other

st year he made pounds of sugar. This 

year he proposes to make sugar only. His 
opinion is emphatic tat the sugar produc- 
tion was not an accidental, but an inevitable 
result of a condition now well understood. Mr. 
Miller, who has cultivated Chinese canes 
twenty years, and was the first successful 
suger manufacturer, confirmed Mr. Kenney’s 
statements. He cultivates with good seed on 
good soil, in check rows, three and a half feet 
apart, six to eight seeds in the hül, hoeing when 
young, then cultivating till two and a half feet 
high, aad afterward hoeing to keep clean from 
weeds. When a quarter of the crop is ripe he 
commences cutting.
